PLEA TO ECONOMISTS: 
MAKE UP YOUR MINDS! 


Sometimes we wish the &conomists would make up their 


Long before Malthus put it in theory form, the world had 
been operating on “a scarcity economy.” Then along came 
Henry George, Major Douglas and the Technocrats to chal- 
lenge Malthusian doctrige and establish the “economics of 


plenty,” which has pretty well been the generally-accepted : 


economic viewpoint of the past decade. 

Now, led by Sir John Boyd Orr, late Director-General of 
the United Nations Food and Agricultural Organization, a 
whole new school has arisen to proclaim the peril of over- 
production of babies and under-production of food. We are 
ns ee to the economics of scarcity (not considering the 

ies). 

Sir Hartley Shawcross, British Attorney-General, has 
declared: “The world is steadily moving towards catastrophe.” 
He bases this grim prediction on the fact that since 1938 world 
population has risen 150 millions whereas food production has 
declined seven per cent. 

This is in high contrast to a statement of the late Stephen 
Leacock, who was known as a conservative economist: “Given 
sufficient raw materials, with our existing boot’ machinery we 
could bury this world under a pile of shoes 18 miles deep.” 

Aldous Huxley takes the other side: “In the most favor- 
able circumstances we can reasonably imagine, world popula- 
tion is bound to rise at least 3,000 millions before it starts to 
decline. This means, whatever happens, the next half-century 
will be a time of the gravest political and economic danger.” 

Japan long ago faced the problem of population in rela- 
tion to living standards. “If we are to maintain even present 
living standards”, said Aota, former foreign minister, “we 
have a surplus population of one million a year. Birth control 
education won’t work—we’ve tried it—and besides it is against 
our religion. All countries’ immigration gates are shut. The 
only thing we can do is tell the million to find a livelihood else- 
where, and the most accessible is the mainland.” 

This was Japan’s justification for war. Others have justi- 
fied war on grounds that it was nature’s way of keeping a 
balance between foods and population. But while the death 
rate is high in war so is the birth rate. Germany came out of 
the last war with a higher population than when she entered. 

A different type of problem is that the birth rate is always 
highest among the lowest classes; but it is population in rela- 
tion to food which mainly concerns the economists these days. 

Sir John Boyd Orr put his finger'on the real problem when 
he said: “The gravity of the situation is increased by the wast- 
ing fertility due to erosion of the lands we have already ex- 
ploited. It takes nature about 500 years to build up one inch 
of fertile soil. :

For some time the Dominion Labor Department has been 
worrying about this “too old at forty” attitude. Employment 
figures show that they are the first to be laid off and the most 
difficult to become re-employed. If a recession should come 
the situation could become serious, ‘particularly as this is ‘the 
class of employee with most family responsibility. 

Problems of employment and industrial unrest are by no 
means ended. But it is always cheerful to report improve- 
ment,

Paris Murder Case 
Strangest Recorded 


By JAY LLOYD 


(This is the first of nine install- 
ments describing this 
Canadian murder case) 


The Paris ease, from a_ legal 
view-point at any rate, is un- 
doubtedly the strangest murder 
trial on record. 


WHO WAS LYING? 


Paris is the name of a pefson, 
not a place, and yet “place” be- 
came the whole point of issue in 
the -series of trials. One would 
think that residents of two Mari- 
time municipalities were locked in 
battle of the provinces, although 
ordinarily Truro, Nova Scotia, and 
Saint John, New Brunswick, are 
not rivals. j 


One might think the honor of 
the community was at stake, and 
yet one cannot read the evidence 
without being convinced that those 
giving testimony were sincere in 
believing they were telling the 
truth as they saw it: Truro con- 
tending that John Paris could not 
have committed the murder be- 
cause he was in Truro when it oc- 


curred, .and Saint John being 
equally convinced that he had 
been on the murder scene, 


THE MURDER

Peonies Move Best 
In September 


September is the best month to 
divide and transplant peonies, but 
they should not be moved more 
often than once in five years, un- 
less there is special reason for 
doing 80. Chogse a fine day for 
digging up the plants and take 
care not ,to damage the roots, 
which in a large plant may go 
down a foot.or more. The leaves 
of the plant should be cut off be- 
fore starting to dig and the loose 
earth removed from the roots 


which should be exposed to the air 


for a few hours. Wash off all the 
soil with water, 

Examine the root carefully to 
see where it can be divided with 
as ‘little damage to the tuber as 
possible. A very large clump can 


be divided by forcing a digging 


fork down into the centre, but 
smaller ones can be forced apart 
by hand. Each division must con- 
sist of a tuber with two or three 
eyes, but divisions with six or 
seven eyes are better for’the aver- 
age gardener. 

Before planting, the ground 
should be well dug and if possible 
some well rotted manure added 
and well mixed in. The root should 
be placed so that there is about 
two inches of soil above the 
crown. Too deep), planting is fre- 
quently the cause of peonies not 
blooming. A mulch should be put 
on the first year after the ground 
has frozen, but when the plants 
are well established no mulch 
is necessary. The leaves should be 
cut back each fall and burned in 
order to destroy any disease germs 
which may be present.

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. Hill-Climbing Lifts 


and Railways Carry 
Cargoes 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Trans- 
portation that is not on the level 
monopolized interest at a recent 
five-day congress at Bolzano in the 
Alps of northern Italy. Delegates 
listened to 30 papers describing 
aerial and ground ropeways and 
cableways, cog and rack railways 
in many parts of the world. 

Men have used ropeways, of 
which the simple ski tow is an ex- 
ample, for 20 centuries or more, 
notes the National Geographic So- 
ciety. For about one century, they 
have been speeding development 
of steep-grade transportation in 
the natural laboratories of Eur- 
ope’s Alps and Apennines. For 
most of the past century, mountain 
railways and cableways have been 
in use on all continents..The Uni- 
ted States has had a strong part 
in the history of funiculars. 

Cities Still Have Cable Cars 

The first cog railway in the 
world, planned in the early 1850's, 
still operates to the 6,288-foot 
summit _of Mount Washington, 
New Hampshire. It became a real- 
ity in 1869, when its engine with 
tilted boiler first chugged to the 
top. Called the highest scenic 
mountain railway in the world is 
the 57-year-old cog road to the 
14,110-foot crest of Pikes Peak, 
Colorado. It converted from steam 
to diesel-electric power two years 
ago. 

Europe’s oldest mountain rail- 
way is the rack road up Mt. Rigi 
beside Switzerland’s Lake Luz- 
ern. Built in 1871, it was followed 
by the very steep rack railway 
which ascends Pilates on the lake’s 
opposite shore. South America has 
cog sections on its fantastic Trans- 
andine railway connecting San- 
tiago, Chile, with Mendoza, Argen- 
tina, and on the route from Rio 
de Janeiro to Petropolis in the Or- 
gan Mountains. 

Cable haulage of passengers still 
creates memorable scenery in hilly 
American cities. San Francisco, 
stasting in 1873, developed 112 
miles of track with’ cable of hemp 
rope as well as steel moving on 
pulleys and drums laid below the 
street surface. Of 14 miles still re- 
maining, the 10-mile California 
Street line is"privately owned and 
subject to discontinuance. The 
more famous Powell Street line 
from the Market to Fishermen’s 
Wharf is city-owned. A year ago, 
citizens overwhelmingly voted 
funds to assure its preservation. 
Industry Turns to Cableways 

Pittsburgh, too, helps citizens up 
steep riverside slopes with cable 
equipment. It has four city-owned 
and two privately owned ‘inclined 
planes, all built in the last quarter 
of the 19th century. Boxlike cars 
are counterbalanced on the cable 
so that one goes down as the other 
goes up. They carry more than two 
million fares annually. 

Inclined-plane cable railways lift 
street cars bodily from one level 
to another on Cincinnati grades. 
Washington, D.C., had a steam- 
driven hemp-rope cable that pulled 
cars along a five-mile route from 
the Navy Yard to Georgetown be- 


‘fore the turn of the century. Kan- 


sas City used cable cars from 1885 
to 1913. New York, Los Angeles, 
Chicago, and other cities tried out 
cable routes. 


Both aerial cableway and cable 
railway have a wise vogue in mod- 
ern mountain work. Chair eleva- 
tors, used as ski lifts at a few of 
America’s finest winter resorts, 
now enable tonrists to conquer 
scenic European peaks. One Swiss 
aerial cableway ascends 3,600 feet 
in its 18,000-foot length, and can 
carry 450 passengers an hour 
strapped in the twin seats hung 
from its cable. 

The world’s longest aerial cable- 
way transports ores 60 miles from 
Sweden’s enormous Boliden mines 
near the Arctic Circle. A 14-mile 
aerial cableway brings asbestos 
from high in the mountains down 
to Barberton, South Africa. A 
dual 12-mile cableway hauls sand 
and gravel for construction of a big 
Australian dam. American engin- 
eering has blazed the trail for 
hundreds of industrial cableways 
in recent decades.

JAMES KILPATRICK 


One of the most famous Scot- 
tish lawsuits involving livestock 


~ concerned a horse. It was fitting 


that the animal’s name should be 
“Baron -of Buchlyvie,’”’ for the 
case went to the Hguse of Lor 
Britain’s supreme civil tribunal. 


One: of the parties ¢o the dis- 
puted ownership was James Kil- 
patrick; his address, the farm of 
Craigie Mains, Ayrshire, and his 
horses, Clydesdales. The Clydes- 
dale breed is the native Scottish 
draught horse, and for nearly 60 
years the same of James Kilpat- 
rick has dominated the show ring 
where Clydesdales are exhibited. 
At the Scottish Stallion Show, held 
in the spring of each year, Mr. Kil- 
patrick has won the Cawder Cup, 
no fewer than 15 times, As the 
Cup is won outright when an own- 
er has scored four successes, that 
means that he has three cups in 
his possession and is well on the 
way to keeping a fourth. 


His first win of this particular 
trophy—he has won all the others 
worth winning, some of them out- 
right was in 1893 and as recently 
as last year he won once again. 


This “Great Scot” succeeded his 
uncle at the farm of Craigie 
Mains, and proceeded to build up 
with the years @ reputation as an 
authority and breeder of Clydes- 
dales which has never been equal- 
led. His greatest rival was the late 
Mr. William Dunlop, Dunure 
Mains Farm, Ayrshire, who was 
also his partner in the ownership 
of “Baron of Buchlyvie,” bought 
about 1904 for £200 ($800). The 
law suit was brought because it 
was alleged that Mr. Kilpatrick 
had sold his share, ‘This he denied, 
and his statement was upheld in 
the House of Lords. At the close 
of the case the horse was put up 
for sale by auction in 1911. It 
brought the world record sum for 
a draught horse of £9,500 ($38,- 
000) equal to £25,000 ($100,000) 
today—and ‘was bought by Mr. 
Dunlop. 

Mr. Kilpatrick is known where 
ever draught horses are bred, in- 
cluding America and Australia, 
but that is not his only string; he 
has also secured the supreme 
championship for British Friesian 
cattle at the last two Royal High- 
land shows in Scotland. 


So popular has Mr. Kilpatrick 
been that in 1946 farmers from 
all parts of Scotland entertained 
him to lunch in Glasgow and pre- 
sented him with a_ testimonial. 
They had also intended to give 
him a gift of money, but he asked 
that instead a Cup should be 
bought and competed for annually 
at the Royal Highland Show. This 
has been done, and the James Kil- 
patrick Cup now goes with the 
President’s Medal for the best 
stallion in the show. 


U.K.-Danish Bacon 


Denmark and the United King- 
dom have recently concluded a 
bacon agreement for 1950. Num- 
bers of pigs in Denmark are in- 
creasing according to recent sur- 
veys. The total number of pigs on 
July 16, 1949, was 2.7 million, an 
increase of 341 thousand during 
the previous ten weeks. 

It is expected that the numbers 
will continue to rise as the new 
agreement with the United King- 
dom gives Danish farmers assur- 
ance of a continuing bacon market 
at good prices.

At the Bitumount 
experimental plant the crude could 
be refined to a product suitable for 
piping. Then it could be piped to 
Edmonton or other centres for 
final refining. 

Control work to maintain qual- 
ity of products and to discover new 
by-products of oil is being done by 
six members of the Alberta Re- 
search Council, headed by Dr. D. 
S. Pasternack and Dr. K. A. Clark. 

Bitumount has been producing 
five products: naphtha, distillate, 
diesel oil, light fuel oil and heavy 
bunker oil, Of the 420 tons of sand
